place! The life history of the black widow from egg to matur- 
ity requires about 3 to 4 months under laboratory conditions and 
provided plenty of flies are placed in the jar as food. A ee 
spider rarely lives more than a year. 

Although she is a timid creature, keeping to dark corners and 
leading a solitary life, the “‘widow’’ occasionally makes her- 
self known by biting sharply the humaa hand that accidentally 
or intentionally invades her domain. The human victim may get 


off with just a sore hand and arm, but often he is writhing in 


agony within an hour. 


TUE WIDOWS ARE ON THE INCREASE 


Tf the black: widow were rare oron the decline or if she were 
.harmless’she would be of only passing interest. The facts are, 


however, that these spiders are fairly common on the Peninsula 


and from our studies seem to be oh the increase. Contrary to’ 


popular opinion and periodic statements in the press, the bites, 


can be dangerous, even fatal. Since medical statistics have 
been kept, there have been nearly 1,300 cases of black widow 
bite reported in this country. Although the spiders are found 
in all 48 states, Califomia seems to have the most. California 
claims 58 percent of the 55 deaths atributed to the bite of the 
widow. Most of the fatalities in this state have been among 
children and elderly people.

STUDENTS STUDY HABITS 


For the past three years our zoology students have been cas- 


ually collecting, observing, and studying the black widow spider 
on the Peninsula. Our students have collected these spiders 
from all our communities. We have discovered nothing regard- 
ing the nature of these creatures that has not been previously 
but have confirmed and extended 
several observations. a 
In our laboratory we house the spiders in large glass jars which 
thave dark paper coverings. In these jars the spiders spin their 
coarse, 


irregular webs, mate, lay eggs in small silken brood 


sacs, and hatch living young. . 

As far as can be determined there have been no fatalities to 
date on the Monterey Peninsula. ‘There have been numerous 
cases of black widow bite however, and most of our physicians

On the Peninsula black widows have been found in rubbish 
piles near- homes, in dark corners of garages and under hou- 
ses, in the concrete housing for water meters, in old outbuild- 
ings such as barns and chicken houses, in kitchen closets and 
clothes closets in homes, and under rocks and plants in flower 
gardens. 


STILL WATER RUNS DEEP 


The female black widow, in spite of her reputation, is timid. 
Ordinarily she makes no effort to bite even when provoked, 
Those we have observed in the laboratory and in nature never 
seem to become aggressive and attack. The usual reaction of 
the spider is to retreat as far as possible and lie perfectly still. 
Because these spiders are common in and around our homes, 
however, there is a constant danger that one may be accident- 
ally squeezed against the body in folds of clothing or in shoes. 
Under these circumstances the spider simply bites in self-de- 
fense. Inquisitive children are apt to pick up and squeeze one 
of the jut black “bugs”’ and be bitten severely. 


MORE DEADLY THAN THE RATTLER 


The venom of the black widow is a nerve poison and it is per 


haps the most highly toxic venemous substance known. One 


investigator has found it to be 15 times more potent than the

Department 
Enrollment 
Grows 


It seems that there is great con- 
cern in the Science Department 
as to the growing enrollme nt at the 
college and within this’ depart 
ment. 

The original plan was for handl- 
ing about 600 students at the col- 
lege. ‘It was expected that only 
about 100'students, at the most, 
would be taking science cources,” 
says Mr. Young of the science 
department, The facilities were 
adequate for handling about twenty 
four in a class. However, with the 
inclusion of Science 10 courses, 
a great many more students took up 
these courses, which were less 
technical than the college prep 
The result has been to 


overcrowd the department and its 


courseSe 


instructors, making it necessary to 
limit the enrollment in certain 
classes. 

“This year the enrollment in this 
department is around 112 students,”’ 
Mr, Young stated. ‘'We can handle 
this, but if the growth of the col- 
lege continues at its present rate 
something will have to be done,”’ 
he continued, Since it is not pos- 
sible, at this time, to ask for en- 
larged science facilities, it will ’ 
possibly be necessary to re~sched- 
ule the classes so as to give three 
classes per subject throughout the 
day, to keep the size of the classes’ 
down to a safe, and controllable 
number, which is around twenty-four 


students.

Very soon, however, 
the pain is felt in the region of the bite and increases in intensity 
for about four hours. One victim has described the pain as compar 
able to an electric current running through the arms and legs, and 
his feet felt as though they were on fire. The pain spreads and 
gradually involves the chest, the lower back. the legs, and partic 
ularly the abdomen. ‘The abdominal muscles become rigid as a 
board and muscle spasms cause twitching and knotting of the mus- 
cles, The excruciating cramp-like abdominal .pains often cause 
strong men to writhe and toss about and cry unrestrainedly. iJreath-

The victim has a feeling of “‘utter

It is during the stage of acute abdominal pain that the victim is 
usually brought to a physician or a hospital. In the past the sym- 
ptoms of a black widow bite have been confused with acute abdom- 
inal conditions indicating surgical treatment. There are cases 0 
record where black widow poisoning has been incorrectly diagnosed 
by those unfamiliar with the symptoms as a ruptured stomach ulcer, 

lacute appendicitis, tetanus, anf food poisoning. Abdominal incis- 
ions made at this time have revealed an intestine contracted down 
nearly to the size of a lead pencil. ‘This severe intestinal spasm 
is often the cause of death. In children the sudden violent onset of 
agonizing abdominal pain, with the board-like rigidity of the abdom- 


en, makes it especially difficult to differentiate from an acute ab- Your 


dominal condition. This is especially true when the victim may be 
unable_ to remember anything or to associate his abdominal pains 
with a bite, and he thus gives no history of being bitten. 


PROMPT TREATMENT MAY SAVE A LIFE 


‘The treatment advocated for the black widow hte have been many. 

The early California Indians had several crude methods for attempt- 
ing to relieve the pain due to the bite. In 1935 a very effective 
treatment was announced and it is one af the most used today. 
Injection into the veins of 10 cubic centimeters of a 10 percent 
solution of calcium gluconate gives instantaneous and prolonged 
irelief of the pain as well as immediate relaxation of the muscle 
cramps. | 

We do not wish to over-enphasize the medical significance of the 
black widow bite. The medical importance of this spider is not! 
sufficiently great at the present time to warrant its designation as 
a menace on the Monterey Peninsula. It is a potential menace, 
however, especially if it increases appreciably, and everyone should 
be able to recognize the spider and avoid contact with it. 

The black widow is normally kept in check in nature by a number 
of enemies such as the fairly common allegator lizard and the blue 
mud-dauber wasp. Protective measures around the house may include 
fine-mesh screening to keep out insects on which spiders feed, 
the removal of rubbish indoors and out, and spraying with chemicals 
like creosote. But the only really effective way to get rid of the 
spiders is to hunt them out and kill them with a broom or fly swatter. 


It is important that parents recognize the symptoms of black widow 
bite even withgut a history of the bite, for such early recognition 


and the seeking of prompt medical care may save their child’s life.
